1. (C) On Septanber 26, Spanish Judge Javier Gomez Bennudez 
is expected to piablish his verdict in regard to the trial 
proceedings against 24 defendants accused of belonging to the 
radical Islamic terrorist cell linked to al-Qa'ida and led by 
Imad Eddin Barakat Yarkas (ref tel A and B) . Spanish press 
sources continue to speculate that the majority of the 
defendants will be convicted of the less serious charge of 
membership in a terrorist organization, while being acquitted 
of involvement in the Septeniber 11 attacks in New York City. 
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2. (U) On September 16, The Spanish High Court ordered the 
detention o£ Tayslr Alony and Jamal Hussein, two defendants 
who were released on bail at the beginning of the trial for 
health reasons. Alony is the Al-Jazeera journalist who 
interviewed Osama Bin Laden after the Septeniber 11 attacks 
and is accused of having aided al-Qaida, while Hussein is 
charged with recruiting jihadists and facilitating financicJ. 
transactions. These defendants are formally charged with 
membership in a terrorist organization and each of them faces 
a Riaximnm penalty of nine years in prison if convicted. 
Prior to the most recent detention order, both defendants had 
served approximately seven months in pretrial custody.

3. (C) It appears increasingly likely that most of the 
defendants will be convicted of the charge of membership in a 
terrorist organization. The Spanish High Court's recent 
detention order of two relatively minor defendants in the 
case has served to reinforce this opinion. Based upo n media 
reporting | [ it is 
also likely that none of the defendants will be convicted in 
the more serious charge of involvement in the September 11 
attacks. If convicted on the lesser charge, the majority of 
the defendants will receive a sentence of approximately nine 
years in prison, with many of the defendants receiving credit 
for anywhere from seven months to almost four years of 
pretrial incarceration. 
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
